Fashionable , ‘Atlantic City 
| Scourged by Fire. 


LOSS OVER TWO MILLION 


THE FLAMES SWEPT A CLEAN 


PATH.

All the Buildings Located Along the 
Famous Board Walk Destroyed 
in a Few Minutes’ Time. 


ATLANTIC, N. J., April 3.—Eight hotels 
were destroyed by fire which broke out 
on the ocean front today. 

The hotels destroyed are the Windsor, 
the Berkeley, the Stratford, the Stickney, 
the Luray, the Tarlton, the Evard and the 
Holland. 

The fire was got under control at 3 p. m. 
The loss is roughly estimated at $2,000,000. 
It is reported that six persons perished 
in the fire, but this lacks confirmation. 

Ncne of the hotel guests were injured. 
The hotels, fortunately, were not crowded 
at this season. 

Fire Started 


in Bath Hovwses. 
The fire started in Brady’s bath houses

In a few minutes it communicated to 
Sinith’s photograph gallery and two sma}! 
shops adjoining. 

Within twenty minutes all of these Simsy 
Structures had been destroyed and the 
Tarlton Hotel was in flames. 

The wind drove the blaze toward the 
Windsor and the Luray Hotels, and these, 
too, Were soon a mass of flames. 

The Stratford Hotel at Kentucky avenue 
and the board walk, one block north uf the 
Tarlton Hotel, also caught fire. 

The Hotel Berkeley, adjoining the Strat- 
ford, caught in a few minutes and was sven 
burning fiercely. 

Fanned by the high wind the flames rap- 
idly spread eastward along the beach and 
the local fire department was unable to 
cope with them,

Six Engines Come 

to the City’s Aid. 
Shortly after 1:30 o'clock assistance began 
to arrive by special train from Camden, 56 
miles distant, and soon six fire engines were 
added to the force fighting the fire. The 


wind from the west had increased and blew 
the flames with greater flerceness.

Extensive dealings in American Central 
Trust was again a feature of the first ses- 
sion of the St. Louis Stock Exchange to- 
day.

Early Morning Flames Startled Occu- 
pants of Pine Street Lodging 
House and Many Had 
Narrow Escapes. 


Fire in the Empire Hotel building, a 
lodging house at Thirteenth and Pine 
Streets, early Thursday morning endan- 
gered the lives of 40 guests. The blaze de- 
stroyed the interior of the saloon of G. 
E. Houser, on the first floor of the build- 
ing, but did not reach the three upper 
floors of the building, occupied by the lodg- 
ing house, cenducted by Mrs. Nora Stone. 

The thick smoke, which filled the build- 
ing, placed many guests in danger of suf- 
focation. 

Patrolman Rowland carried Clementine 
Stone, a daughter of Mrs. Nora Stone, 
from her’ bedroom on the sécond floor 
through dense smoke to the street. She 
had been overcome by the fumes and was 
in a fainting condition when Rowland res- 
cued her. 

The prize fighters, Johnnie Reagan, Abe 
Attell and their manager, Jack McKenna, 
who occupied rooms on the second floor, 
groped their way through the smoke filled 
halls and escaped without being assisted. 

Charles E. Smith, a railroad man, slipped 
down a rope, from his room on the second 
floor. 

H. Drummond and Arthur Young, guests 
on the third floor, escaped through the 
hallways. 

The fire started in the basement of Hous- 
er’s saloon at 3:30 o’clock. It was discov- 
ered by Patrolmen J. J. Shea and R. F. 
Rowland before it gained headway. 

They summoned the fire department and 
set about to arouse the occupants of the 
hotel. 

Meantime the halls of the hotel were filled 
with smoke from the burning saloon be- 
neath.” 

Rowland and Shea ran up and down in 
the halls knocking and aroused al] the 
sleeping guests. 

Some of the lodgers escaped by way of a 
back porch near the alley, at the rear of 


the hotel. Several remained on this porch 
until the fire department arrived and then 
went down ladders.

The attorney-general has been instructed by the President to 
bring suit to test the legality of the gecurity-holding company. 
Being now informed as to the workings of such a company, the 
public will look for the outcome of this suit with interest. Mean- 
while, es the writer in World's Work points out, the standing of 
the security-ho'ding company rests altogether on the strength and 
ability of the men behind it. Its enormous ‘possibilities depend 
on them for realization. The man who invests in stock of such 
a company invests wholly in the men who manage it.

Contracts for the construction in Win- 
stanley Park, East St. Louis, of the power 
house and car sheds for the East St. Louis 
and Belleville local and interurban lines 
were let Thursday morning to C. Knoedel- 
kanmp of Belleville.

The 
power house will be 275 feet by 175 feet, and 
the car sheds 660 by 275 feet. Five gener- 
ators of 13,000 volts each, said to be larger 
than any in St. Louis, will be installed. 

Headquarters were opened Wednesday at 
Breadway and Third street, East St. Louis, 
by the East St. Louis and Suburban Elec- 
tric Railway Co., owners of the consoli- 
dated lines.
